Republican Caucus Committee In- 
_structs Foraker. 

Washington, March 23.—The republican 
caucus committee of the senate today au- 
thorized Senator Foraker in definite terms 
to propose the separation of the tariff 
feature from the Porto Rican govern- 
mental bill and to attempt to pass the 
house tariff bill without amendment. The 
brogramme is to vote down all amend- 
ments, if possible to do so, and pass the 
bill as it comes from the house without 
any change whatever. There was a dis- 
position manifested to placate the free 
traders by making various amendments to 
the governmental bill. The tariff advo- 
cates have gone so far as to draft amend- 
ments to that measure which are intended 
both to correct administrative defects in 
the house bill and also to meet many of 
the objections to the house tariff measure. 
One of these amendments looks to the en- 
largement of the free trade lst so as to 
include most of the articles of export in 
which the constituents of the free trade 
senators are interested. There is also 
a proposition looking to the entire removal 
of the duty on articles from the Unitec 
States going into Porto Rico. One mem- 
ber of the committee stated that it was 
the purpose of the committee to ask every 
day that a time be set for taking a vote, 
thus placing the responsibility for any de- 


lav that might occur upon the free trad- 
ers.

‘This inter- 
est in the coming primary, even 
though it develops misconceptions, will | 
be productive of great good, because ijt | 
wil] thoroughly acquaint the people | 
with the mode which is hereafter to 
prevail. 

Now, what was the duty ahead | 
of the state democratic  execu-| 
tive committee when it met to arrange 
for the renomination of statehouse cf- 
ficers? Upon an answer to that ques- 
tion hinges the whole controversy. | 

The work of that committee was to} 
appeal to the electorate of 1900 for an 
approval of democratic policy. 

None but those registered since the 
first day of last January are qualified 
to vote. Those who were qualified in| 
the preceding two years have no more | 
right to consideration than those v.ho! 
were equally qualified ten years trfore. | 

The appeal was, therefore, to the | 
newly constituted electorate, which | 
would make itself manifest in the Oc- | 
tober election. About this point there | 
can be no dispute. Under the law, | 
primary elections are brought within | 
the protection of state law, and it js pro- 
vided that those who vote therein ntust | 
be duly qualified voters. un™r the! 
rules and practices of the party calling | 
the primary. | 

These voters, then, who propose to. 
elect the democratic candidates in Oc- | 
tober of this year, are the ones who.) 
have the right, under the law, to get 
together and hold a primary as to who 
their candidates shal] be. This action 

preliminary, and from _ physical | 
patent to everyone, has to take 
place within-the hold-over term of the 
old voters. Thé@-reiation of the one to. 
the other is so plain and so evident | 
that it arouses no controversy. The 
electorate of 1898-9 undertook the work 
of electing a governor, and has the 
right to elect his successor, if any va- 
cancy should exist during the term. 
But with the exercise of that power | 
its existence is at an end. 

The electors of 1900, in the same 
way, have not only the right to vote in 
the October election, but :o take such 
preliminary action as will settle upon 
the candidates for whom they wish 
to vote. 

Now the only question which can re- 
main is one of party management, Has 
the constituted authority of the party 
called this primary at an unusual time 
and without affording the democratic 
citizens of the state an opportunity to | 
qualify for the exercise of their fran- | 
chise? 

The answer to tha: is to be found in| 
the fact that the chief qualification, the | 
payment of taxes, has already been | 
complied with by all except those who 
are now carried along as defaulters, 
and the officers of the law are doing | 
their best to bring them up to the per- 
formance of their duty. The registra- 
tion books have been opened since the 
first day of January, so that the voters 
of the state will have more than four | 
full months in which to comply with.

The Registration Question. 


Editor Constitutfon—I have read with great 
interest and care the recent action of the state 
democratic executive committee, and your edi- 
torials in support of the same. I wish to 
commend the committee for their action re- 
stricting the primary to white democratic vot- 
ers, but think the committee erred in requir- 
ing every voter to reregister this year, and 
before the primary comes off, in view of the 
recent amendment to the registration act al- 
lowing all qualified registered voters to con- 
tinue to vote at any intermediate election be- 
fore the first Wednesday in October. 

I think, inasmuch as a nomination in a 4a 
ocratic primary is equivalent to an election, 
that a primary should be conducted strictly 
according to law, but I do not think the ex- 
ecutive committee ehould place greater re- 
quirements upon a voter than is placed upon 
him by law. I feel quite sure that the com- 
mittee entirely overlooked the-amendment to 
the law of 1894, upon the question of regis- 
tration as contained in the code of 1895. I re- 
fer to the amendment to section 38 of the 
ccde of 1895 (the section you cite in your is- 
sue of today as justifying the action of th 
committee) passed in I897—acts 1897, page 
95, which changes the law as contained in 
section 38 of the code. so as to permit any 
person who may have registered the year pre- 
ceding any special or intermediate election, to 
vote in any such special or intermediate elec-

“I can’t see why anybody. should 
to the conclusion that the young 
killed himself intentionally. It is 
opinion that he went under the house to 
hide and to keep out of the way until the 
affair took some turn. This may or may 
not have been caused by his mind being 
somewhat unbalanced. He ate morphine. 
The drug was found in his desk and, be- 
ing a cigarette smoker, I believe he ate 
morphine, more or less, all the t‘me. 
Frightened and, perhaps, half crazed, he 
went home and, puting on a heavier over- 
coat to keep as warm as possible, he 
crawled under the house. He was ner- 
vous and he smoked cigarettes and swal- 
lowed morphine. He may have taken more 
morphine than usual. He fell asleep and 
died from the extreme cold. His paying 
the house rent, as he did; in advance, 
Was to be able to Keep the house, and, 
therefore, his hiding place as long as 
possible. He may have intended to leave 
his place of hiding at night and hide the 
hext day, and continue doing this until 
he ascertained how matters stood and 
plans had been arranged to save him.’’ 

The coroner's jury, however, kas said 
they believed Brinsfield committed sui- 
tide, and that theory will be general!y ac- 
cepted.
